Inmate activist Donald 
takes seventh step

Tom Donald took the seventh step this 
morning — the step to freedom. 
Shortly after 8 a m this morning 
Donald was released from the medium 
security 
section 
of 
the 
Federal 
Correctional Institution He had been 
serving a sentence for bank robbery 
since November, 1971. In 1969 he was 
convicted on a charge of conspiracy to 
commit robbery and served time in a 
state institution. 
During his first sentence Donald 
became involved in a program called the 
7th 
Step that was organized in state 
prisons throughout the country At that 
time there were no 7th Step chapters on 
the federal prison level. When Donald 
came to the FCI in 1971, he set out to 
establish an affiliate there. 
As a non-profit organization, 7th Step 
is devoted to the goal of keeping the 
convict on the streets once he’s paroled. 
Tomorrow, one day after the founder’s 
parole, the Iron Mine Chapter of 7th Step 
will celebrate its second birthday. 
Upon his release this morning, the 27- 
year-old new ex-inmate reflected on the 
changes he has gone through in recent 
years. He talked about the first time he 
was released from prison and compared 
it to this morning: 
“ I've 
changed. 
I ’ve 
learned 
introspection I was living in a dream 
world before. I was not in touch with 
reality. When I was released the first 
time I was not free. A man can do time 
and still have freedom. I guess you say I 
was immature the first time.” 
The native of Oakland credited 7th 
Step with making his time at the FCI 
more meaningful and realistic. The 
name of the group derives from the 
seven steps the convict must take in 
order to prepare for the free world, 
facing the truth, realization, evaluating 
weaknesses, overcoming weaknesses, 
casting 
aside 
resentments, 
daily 
progress and freedom. 
Today Donald took the seventh and 
final step and talked about what 
freedom meant to him: 
“ Freedom is the things people take 
for granted It’s spending time with 
family and friends. Above all, it’s peace 
of mind It’s finally here ” 
When he got up this morning, Donald 
didn’t think too much about the fact that 
today was going to be his release day. 
He said it finally dawned on him when 
he exchanged his 
FCI ‘ tans’’ for

civilian clothes. It was the first time in 
almost three years that he had worn 
“ free people” clothes. 
But with today’s release, Donald said 
he isn’t going to forget about his 
brothers inside. Last night a group of the 
7th Step members go together and 
talked 
about 
Donald’s 
impending 
release. They kidded him about being a 
short-timer — a convict who has a 
relatively short sentence to serve. 
And Donald had advice for his fellow 
inmates. He told them “ to keep it 
together” and added, “ If we all free 
ourselves we can help others free 
themselves.” 
When he was released this morning he 
could hear the inmates, who remained 
behind in the cell blocks, wish him well. 
Donald turned to one prison outside the 
glass house of the FCI (the first 
entrance and waiting room of the 
prison) and told him: 
“ A lot of guys leave here and within 
five or six days they forget about the 
guys inside.” He pointed out a major 
failing of other prison programs was 
once the convict was released, he failed 
to help others who would soon be on the 
outside. The Iron Mine Chapter is 
different, he maintained. 
Donald plans to return to the prison 
once a month as the prison program 
director. As the founder of the Iron Mine 
Chapter, he feels the group has been a 
success. The people he wants to help 
especially are the two and three-time 
losers — those men who have been 
released from prison one or two times 
but have wound up behind bars because 
they have committed another crime. 
Asked what was the first thing he was 
going to do when he’s released, Donald 
answered, “ Relax with friends and get 
my driver’s license 9 o’clock ” But the 
former convict won't have too much 
time to relax because he starts classes 
at the University of Southern California 
on Sept 
16 where he will major in 
cinema 
Donald has also written several 
textbooks that are used nationally by the 
7th Step Foundation. Two weeks ago, 
Donald was the first 7th Stepper to be 
presented the Presidential Pin — an 
award honoring him for his service in 
the prison from the president of the 
National Executive Committee. Ray 
White. 
Starting Monday the Record will

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Governors tell Saxbe 


13 state lotteries legal 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Officials of 13 states today told 
Attorney General William B Saxbe their lotteries violate no 
federal statutes and he was unnecessarily stirring up a false 
issue by threatening to file injunction suits against them 


Two governors and officials of 11 other states met 
privately with Saxbe and strongly denied his claim there is a 
distinct possibility” the lotteries violate federal criminal 
laws. 


Maryland Gov. Marvin Mandel told reporters following 
the meeting “ it is the unanimous opinion of the states that 
the federal laws don’t apply to state-operated lotteries ” 
He said some states even claim they would not be in 
violation even if the federal statutes did apply to them, 
because the state lotteries avoid crossing state lines, avoid 
broadcasting or mailing of lottery information and comply 
with other federal laws. 
Connecticut Gov. Thomas Meskill also denied that his 
state is now in violation of federal law If the federal laws 
are ruled to apply to state lotteries, Meskill said, his state 
could still legally operate one 
Pennsylvania State Attorney General Israel Packel 
strongly denounced Saxbe in his presence for raising the 
question of whether state lotteries violate federal law 
I think he has started an unnecessary legal fire,” Packel 
said. “ It is well established that legislation does not apply to 
states unless it specifically (says so).” Maryland State 
Attorney General Francis Burch agreed 
But Saxbe stood his ground during a joint news conference 
and said no one is going to be prosecuted criminally until 
Congress is given a chance to exempt the states from 
federal law or until the courts settle the issue of whether 
federal law applies to state lotteries. 
" I ’m not going to tear up any lottery tickets,” Saxbe said. 


I have made the statement that the people participating 
are not in danger.” 
Saxbe announced that there is no reason why residents of 
the states should not continue to buy lottery tickets until the 
matter is settled He added that even if the lotteries are shut 
down by court action in the future, holders of winning 
tickets will be able to claim prize money legally 
In his opening statement, Saxbe said he did not want to 
shut down the lotteries 
At the outset I want to assure you that we have no aim or 
wish to put your lotteries out of business,” Saxbe said m a 
statement prepared for the start of the meeting 
But he added, “ I hope this meeting will lead to a solution 
for it ill-behooves any of us at this time when government is 
viewed with so much cynicism to violate the law or to fail to 
enforce it ” 
A UPI survey showed that officials of many of the states 
disagreed that they are violating the law and said they 
would fight the attorney general in court if he files a civil 
injunction suit to shut down the state lotteries. 
Saxbe emphasized congressional action is needed and 
Justice Department officials spent part of the meeting 
explaining pending bills. 
I he attorney general said he would also discuss “ possible 
courses of legal action by the department if legislative relief 
does not materialize ” 
Although the governors of all 13 lottery states were 
invited, only two showed up -Govs. Thomas Meskill of 
Connecticut and Marvin Mandel of Maryland The other 
states were represented by lottery officials, governors’ 
aides or legal officials. 
Saxbe said last week 100-year-old federal laws ban 
mailing or broadcasting lottery information and moving 
lottery equipment in interstate commerce.

Town found poisoned with lead 


KELLOGG, Idaho (U PI) — Lead poisoning has been 
detected in nearly all of about 175 children given blood tests 
in the Coeur d’Alene Mining District. 
The disclosure was made Thursday by Dr. James Bax, 
Idaho’s state health director, who said he was awaiting 
results from the federal Center for Disease Control at 
Atlanta on tests taken on 925 other children in the heart of 
the nation’s largest and richest mining district. 
But, Bax told newsmen, the initial results supported 
earlier suspicions that “ the whole valley is full of lead.” 
The blood tests were taken as a segment of an 
environmental investigation of the region’s air, water, dust 
and vegetation. The probe was launched after several cases 
of lead poisoning were detected in children. 
The source of the lead poisoning was not pinpointed, but 
among the obvious sources of such pollution was a lead and 
zinc smelter owned by the Bunker Hill Co. 


Idaho state officials said the smelter accounted for 99 per 
cent of all sulfur dioxide emission in a five-county area. 
They added other sources might be old and new piles of 
mine tailings and dust. 
State and U.S. Public Health Service teams will test high 
school students and adults after the youngsters found to be 
suffering from lead poisoning are treated 
Bax said the worst incidence of lead poisoning was found 
in a 2-year-old boy. “ He was found to have 164 milligrams 
per microliter of lead in his blood,” the physician said. 
He added, “ By public standards,. that is just about 
unheard of.” He said a reading of 50-60 is considered lead 
poisoning and “ anything over 80 is considered a medical 
emergency.” 
Of the 175 children, Bax said, 21 per cent exceeded 80, 42 
per cent recorded between 60 and 80 and 62 per cent were in 
the 40 to 60 range.

A Lompoc teen ager who is accused in 
the shooting death of his father was 
released from Juvenile Hall to the 
custody 
of 
his 
mother 
yesterday, 
pending a jurisdictional hearing on Sept. 
24. 
Owen Gerry Etheridge, 16, was taken 
into custody on Aug 30 after he led 
officers to the remote area 15 miles 
southeast of Lompoc where his father, 
Roscoe Owen Etheridge, 60, was buried 
in a shallow grave An autopsy indicated 
the man died of a gunshot wound, 
probably on Aug 27 
Superior Court Judge Arden T. Jensen 
reportedly was on the bench in Santa 
Barbara 
yesterday 
when 
young 


Etheridge was released, but the jurist 
declined to confirm or deny today that 
he had taken any action regarding the 
youngster or the case pending against 
him He said it would be improper for 
him to speak because of the age of the 
suspect It was learned from reliable 
sources, however, that the suspect was 
released to his mother, that he faces a 
jurisdictional hearing on Sept. 24, and 
that a petition, the equivalent of the 
complaint in an adult case, has been 
filed against the suspect, charging 
suspicion of violating paragraph 187 of 
the penal code, in other words murder 
The 
jurisdictional 
hearing 
is to 
determine whether Etheridge should 


stand trial as an adult or as a juvenile. 


Meanwhile the tangle of evidence and 
reports were being assembled by police 
authorities. 
There 
were 
some 
conflicting reports For example, Jim 
Howard, a friend of the Etheridge 
family has denied being the witness who 
reported seeing young Etheridge leave 
the family home on West Nectarine 
Avenue at about noon on Aug 27, the day 
of the fatal shooting. 
Etheridge, victim of the shooting, had 
been active in Little League and Babe 
Kuth League baseball as an adviser. 
Funeral services for the man were held 
yesterday. 


Dog show 
first for 
Lompoc 


Tomorrow will mark a “ first” for the 
Lompoc Valley Kennel Gub. 
Saturday at 8 a m at Ryon Park the 
local club will hold its first American 
Kennel Gub-licensed all breed Dog 
Show and Obedience Trial A total of 
1,263 dogs will compete for Best in Show 
and Highest Scoring Dog in Obedience 
Trial honors. 


No admission fee will be charged and 
the public is welcome 


Among the dogs entered will be 47 
Afghan Hounds, 59 poodles (in three 
classes), 37 Great Danes, 50 Doberman 
Pinschers and 37 German Shepherd 
Dogs The licensed show will enable the 
dogs 
to 
earn 
points 
toward 
championship titles and “ legs” toward 
obedience degrees 


A champion dog is one that is 
considered an excellent specimen of its 
breed and one that has earned its title by 
being awarded points by qualified, 
licensed judges. The title of champion is 
awarded by the American Kennel Gub 
by earning points in competition with 
others of the same breed in an AKC 
licensed show. 


A judge compares each of the dogs in 
his ring to the “ Standard of Perfection” 
written and adopted for that breed by 
the 
breed’s 
parent club 
and the 
American Kennel Gub. The duty of the 
judge is to see how closely the dog 
conforms to this standard of perfection 


This is why the judging areas are 
called conformation rings. In these rings 
a process of elimination occurs. First, 
each dog is pitted against dogs of his 
own breed. The classes are divided by 
sex, so dogs (males) compete with dogs 
and bitches (females) compete with 
bitches. 


The first-place winner for each class 
is then placed in a winner’s class. This is 
done in each breed for both bitches and 
dogs These winners now compete with 
the best of their breed (who have 
already earned championship titles) for 
the Best of Breed ribbon. 


The Best of Breed winner will go to 
compete 
in 
the 
Variety 
Group 
competition. The six Variety Groups 
include: 
sporting, 
hound, 
working, 
terrier, toy and non-sporting. Each Best 
of Breed winner competes within its 
respective group for the honor of First 
in Group. The six Group winners then 
compete for the top award of the day: 
Best Dog in Show. 


Since this is the first time that the 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Kennel 
Gub 
has 
sponsored an American Kennel Club- 
licensed dog show, many spectators will 
be viewing their first show. For the 
enjoyment of the spectators and for the 
benefit of the competing dogs, the club 
has asked that dogs that are not in 
competition be kept away from Ryon 
Park on Saturday. 


There will be 10 rings for the dog 
shows and four rings for the obedience 
trials. Fred Young will be the judge in 
ring No. 6 and will view 133 dogs before 
the day is over. In addition, he will also 
judge the Hounds in Variety Group. 


Preparations for the show will start 
Friday afternoon when the rings will be 
set up. The entire park will be utilized 
for the show. The professional handlers, 
along with their dogs, will arrive Friday 
afternoon and set up camp until around 7 
p.m. Saturday night. 


And for humans, the Lompoc Elks

districts, 
Brown said he felt there was a 
chance for approval.

and they did ” 
Brown said he had discussed 
the idea with Senate‘President

A dog works for a qualifying 
score to earn a “leg” toward a 
degree. A qualifying score is 
175 points of a possible 200 
points. Each exercise within a 
set is given a point value and a 
dog must achieve at least half 
of the point value for the 
exercise plus a total score of 
175 to qualify for the “leg.” 
Three 
legs 
are 
required 
under three separate judges to 
be awarded the degree by the 
American Kennel Club. First 
through fourth place awards 
are given to those dogs that 
qualify in the class. The dog 
with highest qualifying score 
from all classes is awarded 
Highest Scoring Dog in Trial 
for the day. 


A spectator to the show will 
have to follow a few simple 
rules so that the competing 
dogs will perform to their best 
ability. The Lompoc Valley 
Kennel Club has made a few 


suggestions: 
Don’t bring your pet to the 
show grounds on the day of the 
show This will only distract 
the dogs who are entered in 
competition. Don’t touch any 
dog that does not belong to you 
An unfamiliar dog will react 
differently 
to 
strange 
situations and people. 


Children are not allowed to 
swing on the ring ropes. Also, 
do not distract the dogs in the 
rings with loud noises and 
yelling. If bicycles must be 
brought on to the grounds the 
day of the show, walk them. 
The park will be crowded with 
spectators and dogs A bruised 
foot or tail from a bicycle or 
human foot may ruin a dog s 
chances in the ring that day. 


The local club also requests 
that spectators not hang over 
the exercise pens and that 
unsupervised 
children know 
these general rules. The club 
also 
e m p h a s iz e s 
that 
spectators should not go near 
Ryon Park on Friday afternoon 
or evening. 
The entire park area will be 
utilized for the show Much of 
the

reserved for the handlers who 
start setting up on Friday 
afternoon. 
Food and refreshments will

Economist Walter W. Heller 
looked across the massive table 
and told the President his 
economic ideas were narrow, 
old fashioned, perhaps naive. 
Around the table, 48 others 
looked on. Television cameras 
caught the scene, photogra­ 
phers took pictures, reporters 
took notes. 
Heller said President Ford 
was looking only at inflation — 
‘‘Public Enemy No. 1” —and 
not at the simultaneous ache of 
economic stagnation. 
The government would have 
to do more than simply cut its 
budget and tighten its belt, he 
said. “ We can’t let inflation fill 
the whole field of our vision.” 
He looked Ford in the eye. 
"This may go against your 
free market grain, Mr. Presi­ 
dent,” he said, and continued 
the lecture —the Wage-Price 
Stabilization Council "needs 
clout,” Ford must use "the 
club in the closet” to control 
business and labor appetites. 
Ford could not let the budget 
bear the entire burden of 
coping with an inflation caused 
by other factors —food shor­ 
tages, an oil cartel, and two 
devaluations of the dollar. 
Ford should cut payroll taxes 
for 
workers, 
tax 
auto 
horsepower to save gasoline, 
increase taxes on the rich, 
Heller said. 
"If we just declare a total 
war on inflation without taking 
care of the casualties, we re 
going to feel a backlash,” he 
said. 
He said as a Democrat he 
was almost reluctant to give 
such advice —it would elect 
Ford in 1976 If Ford ignores 
the 
advice, 
he 
said, 
the 
economists would be called 
back next year "for the second 
annual economic conference.” 
Ford listened without com­ 
ment, and without flinching He 
called on George P. Shultz, 
former 
treasury 
secretary 
Shultz disagreed with most of 
what Heller had said 
He offered another prescrip­ 
tion “ I ’m distressed to see the 
wage-price controls head stick 
up again,” he said "I thought 
we learned that lesson ’5 
Before 
Washington 
starts 
telling businessmen when they 
cannot 
raise 
prices 
and 
workers when to forego raises, 
he said, perhaps it should 
confer with businessmen and 
workers. 
There was no anger in the 
moment, no tension It was a 
frank, open disagreement over 
what course the government 
should take to cope with the 
worst peacetime rate of infla 
tion in U.S. history 
Ford showed no impatience 
with the conflicting advice, 
promising to read the tran 
script of that part of the 
discussions he missed in the 
day-long meeting in the East 
Room 
It was a White House scene 
the nation never had seen 
before If aides disagree with 
the chief executive, they do so 
privately Here were advisers 
openly, bluntly talking to a 
President, disagreeing among 
themselves. 
The clash of ideas occurred 
at the first of 12 presummit 
meetings to be held here and in 
seven other cities over the next 
three weeks, climaxing Sept 
27 28 at the national summit 
conference on inflation. 
Businessmen, farm leaders, 
homebuilders, bankers are to 


attend the future sessions. This 
one was for economists. 
Ford said he wanted results, 
not just talk. "What we want 
are some right answers,” he 
said. "We can’t waste time 
stating 
and 
restating 
the 
problems. The problems are 
obvious, painful and perplex­ 
ing ” 
If the economists succeed, he 
said, "I can promise you there 
will be statues of each of you in 
every city park. 
"Economics will never again 
be called a dismal science, nor 
will politicians, if we succeed, 
ever dare again to hide behind 
the old alibi that the people just 
don’t understand economics. 
“ The people understand eco­ 
nomics very, very well and 
they are sick and tired of 
having politics played with 
their pocketbooks.” 
In their long day of debate 
that followed, the economists 
reached 
some 
agreement, 
more so on the outlook than on 
solutions. 
They generally agreed that 
the double-digit inflation rate is 
likely to decline next year but 
not by much, perhaps to a high, 
single digit rate —7, 8 or 9 per 
cent —but only at a price of 
continued national doldrums 
Unemployment, now 5.2 per 
cent, they said, would creep 
upward to more than 6 per 
cent. That could mean nearly a 
million more people out of 
work this time next year. 


As 
for 
solutions, 
little 
agreement. 
Conservatives 
stayed 
with their answers, 
liberals with theirs. Conserva­ 
tive Milton Friedman of the 
University of Chicago argued 
for less government interven­ 
tion in the economy. 


“ The American citizen is not 
getting his money's worth for 
the roughly 40 per cent of his 
money that is being spent for 
him by state, local and federal 
governments." he told Ford. 


Arthur Okun of the Brookings 
Institution 
summarized 
the 
meeting for Ford 
Most of 
those 
present 
agreed 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board 


—whose 
chairman, 
Arthur 
Burns, skipped most of the 
day’s debate — should ease up 
on money controls, allowing 
banks to lend more, allowing 
interest rates to fall, so as to 
get the home building industry 
out of its depression. 


Some felt banks should be 
compelled to lend a portion of 
their funds to home buyers, 
even if they could earn more by 
lending elsewhere. 


As for cutting the federal 
budget, Okun summarized, the 
group mostly doubted Ford’s 
projected 
$5.5 
million 
cut 
would achieve much. 


The 
stress 
was 
“ on 
discipline, realism, long-range 
control” of the budget, and 
away 
from 
“accounting 
gimmicks” 
which 
claim 
nonexistent savings. 


Inflation must be attacked on 
all fronts simultaneously, Okun 
said 


But 
at 
the 
same 
time, 
“ painkillers” were needed for 
its worst victims —beefed up 
welfare 
and 
food 
stamps 
programs, longer unemploy­ 
ment benefits, the creation of 
maybe 800,000 jobs for local 
government paying $5,000 a 
year for those thrown out of 
work as the number of new 
workers 
increases 
and 
the 
number of jobs stays stagnant. 


Okun said there was wide 
agreement 
that 
the 
government 
"unwittingly” 
created inflation.

Reagan urges secret vote

LOS A N G E L E S (U PI) -

On Wednesday, Hahn called 
an impromptu meeting of union 
officials and R T D management 
for a “thawing out’’ session. 
Both sides expressed optimism 
that some kind of settlement 
could be reached 
However, following Reagan's 
appeal, Earl Clark, general 
chairman of the United Tran­ 
sportation Union, representing 
some 3,300 striking bus drivers, 
said, “We feel his (Reagan’s) 
action was ill-timed, since we 
thought there had been some

Clark said “ the governor’s 
action will certainly hamper”

Doctor bills 
inflicting 
U.S. poor

W ASH ING TO N (U PI) - Re­ 
cord-breaking increases in doc­ 
tor bills and hospital costs are 
making it very hard for the 
poor and the aged to get by, 
says Health, Education and 
Welfare 
Secretary 
Caspar 
Weinberger. 
Since 
economic 
controls 
were lifted April 30, physicians’ 
fees have increased 19.1 per 
cent 
a 
year 
and 
hospital 
charges 17.7 per cent, he said, 
while inflation for the whole 
economy was increasing 12.5 
percent. 
“Even during the medical 
cost inflation which followed 
the introduction of Medicare 
and 
Medicaid, 
increases 
in 
doctor bills came nowhere near 
the record-breaking rises we 
see now,” Weinberger told the 
American Association of Medi­ 
cal Clinics Thursday. 
Now, with national health 
insurance legislation on the 
horizon — although passage of a 
bill appears unlikely this year 
— continued price hikes threat­ 
en doctors, hospitals and others 
with new government controls, 
Weinberger said. 
“The danger is that substan­ 
tial increases in the cost of 
health care, such as those we 
are now experiencing, could 
lead to public demand to limit 
the independence traditionally 
accorded to providers of health 
care and to broaden the extent 
of federal intervention in the 
operation of America’s health 
care system,” he said.

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AAakarios: from 
shepherd to ruler 


Archbishop Makarios III, born Mikhail Khristodolou 
Mouskos in 1913, primate of the Orthodox Church of Cyprus 
presided over the turbulent island republic for 15 years 
Born to a poor shepherd and his wife, he entered a monas­ 
tery at the age of 13 where he studied until 1938 when he was 
ordained a deacon of the church 
When his predecessor, Archbishop Markarios II died in 
1950, he beoame the youngest archbishop in Cypriot history 
During the 1950s and 1960s, Makanos was a leader in the 
movement for enosis - union with Greece - the dream of 
Greek Cypriots and the nightmare of the Turkish minority 
After Cyprus was granted independence in 1959, Makarios 
became its first president But his administration was marked 
by fierce fighting between Greek and Turkish elements and by 
active intervention in the early 1960s of both Greece and 
Turkey 
It was his personal charisma which held the island together 
during these turbulent years, coupled with a dramatic shift in 
policy in which he abandoned the primacy of Greek interests 
- and enosis - and worked for the integration of the island s 
650,000 citizens 
Despite strong resistance by both Turkish and Greek ex­ 
tremists, he was elected to a second term in 1968 In 1972, a 
group of Cypriot bishops favoring enosis called for his resig­ 
nation, but Makarios insisted on independence as the only 
policy for Cyprus survival and was reelected to a third term in 
1973. 
Makarios maintained the support of the mass of voters until 
the recent takeover which was spearheaded by the Greek 
military.

Authorities have opened an 
investigation into possible po 
lice involvement in the death of 
a man fatally injured at the 
height of rioting in the F’uerto 
Hican community earlier this 
week. 
David Perez. 30, died in a 
hospital Thursday of a hem- 
morrhage resulting from a 
fractured skull. 
Perez was the second man to 
die during the violence, which 
began Sunday when mounted 
police broke up an illegal 
gambling game at a festival in 
Branch Brook Park 
The body of Fernando Ro­ 
driguez DeCordova, a factory 
hand, was discovered Tuesday 
near Thomas Street, scene of 
some police-rioter confronta­ 
tions 
He had been shot with 12- 
gauge buckshot, the same size 
used by some officers during 
the disorders. 
The 
investigation 
will be 
carried out by Essex County 
Prosecutor Joseph P Lordi 
Perez was hit on the head 
Monday when police cleared a 
crowd of about 1,000 from the

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Millions of players and one big winner 
Gambling is big business in France 


By R oseU e H argrove 


PARIS - (NEA) - In the 
United States there is Las 
Vegas. 
In France, gambling is a 
big attraction, in every resort 
and spa which boasts a 
casino — 155 in all. 
This summer, as every 
holiday season, directors and 
croupiers are again welcom­ 
ing their always hopeful 
public. 
The best-known casino is, 
of course, at Monte Carlo. But 
there are others just as im­ 
portant if not quite so famed. 
As, for example, those at 
Deauville and Le Touquet, on 
the British Channel, and in 
the South of France, the 
superchic establishments at 
Cannes and Juan-les-Pins. 
There is also Divonne-les- 
Bains on the Swiss border, 
which attracts a large and 
wealthy clientele from not 
only Switzerland, but also 
nearby Italy and West Ger­ 
many. The Scandinavians, 
the Dutch and South Ameri­ 
cans, on the other hand, 
prefer the South of France. 
Official statistics from 
1973, the latest available, 
show that the gambling fever 
has never been so high. 
Casinos all over the country 
have increased their takings 
by 50 per cent over the last 
three years. 
In 1973 the arm y of 
croupiers with their nickle 
“ rakes” and supple, quick-as- 
lightning palms raked in 
some $165 million, 10 per cent 
above the previous year. 
Since 1970 there has been a 
steady flow of both gamblers 
and money. To explain the 
“casino boom" some people 
are inclined to think that the 
French are simply more and 
more stricken by the gam­ 
bling fever. Others rational­ 
ize that inflation explains the 


passion for chemin de fer and 
baccarat. "Money just burns 
the gamblers’ pockets," they 
say. 
Top-ranking casino in 
terms of take happens to he 
Divonne-les-Bam s, m ar­ 
velously situated near the 
gold mine which is Switzer­ 
land. Visitors there left 
behind close to $40 million 
last year. Second place goes 
to the Palm Beach Casino at 
Cannes, with $16 million — 
but this in the four months of 
“ the season" alone. It has 
jumped up from fourth to sec­ 
ond place because of the in­ 
troduction of the so-called 
American games — Black 
Jack, craps and American 
roulette, what with its Mu­ 
nicipal Casino as well, also on 
the famous Croisette, Cannes 
is beginning to be called the 
French Las Vegas. 
More staid than its rivals 


but still in the profitable run­ 
ning is the old, rococo Monte 
Carlo casino. Incidentally, 
this was the first de luxe es­ 
tablishment to introduce slot 
machines, in the marble 
entrance hall, as well as the 
‘‘American games" in its 
sacrosanct precincts. Then, 
to encourage the younger 
generation, it tolerated a 
decade ago the wearing of 
shorts and sports shirts. But it 
still requires a tie to pene­ 
trate into the luxurious in­ 
terior rooms where baccarat 
and chemin-de-fer tables are 
situated. 
A dark cloud in the other­ 
wise glowing casino sky is the 
growing scarcity of million­ 
aires or even comfortably 
well-off patrons. Fortunes 
won or lost at the tables have 
been very few in recent 
years. 
A fact not widely known is 


that any gambler who wakes 
up to the fact that he or she is 
close to losing a shirt can ap­ 
ply to the authorities and be­ 
come barred from playing in 
any casino within French 
borders. This usually is good 
for five years. The disap­ 
pearance of a player who 
could be counted upon to 
stake up to $5,000 a night 
caused a serious deficit in the 
kitty of one well-known es­ 
tablishment. 
The big money is drawn to 
at the baccarat and chemm- 
de-fer tables, although there 
are sometimes some pretty 
spectacular winnings at 
roulette. The smaller casinos 
offer only roulette and 
“ bottle." Stories of people 
who “ broke the bank" ‘end to 
be apocryphical these days. It 
seems the tables always win. 
There are of course many 
i 
irivate gambling clubs in 
’aris and some large provin­ 
cial cities, but these are 
restricted to memberships. 
The betting game, how­ 
ever, is not confined to the 
casinos. There is the French 
equivalent of the football pool 
— the “ tierce" - which is a 
threeway bet on three horses 
on a day's racing card, with a 
maximum set for every bet­ 
tor. It is estimated that over 
six million betting faithful 
bring a steady revenue to the 
state which for the year 1972 
represented something like 
4 7 billion francs. 
The National Lottery, with 
its weekly drawings and its 
“come on" of two or three 
substantial prizes every 
week, still has many devotees 
and represents a revenue to 
the state of som ewhere 
around $80 million dollars 
yearly. 
The heavy winner is, there­ 
fore, in the final analysis, the 
state.

The stalemate 


A f a r m e r 


It is very apparent that the City Council 
finds itself stalemated over the selection 
of a person to fill the unexpired council 
seat of the late Sol Lefkowitz. Their 
dilemma is the result of very honest 
differences in beliefs.

refreshing to see these differences aired in 
public at last Tuesday’s Council meeting. 
Citizens of this community, in our opinion, 
witnessed an exercise in local government 
that was outstanding. 


It is apparent that Mayor E. C. Stevens 
stands firmly in his belief that the 
selection matter should go to a vote of the 
people regardless of whether or not the 
seat is 
left vacant until March, 1975. 
Losing his stand in the first ballot cast last 
Tuesday evening, it is apparent that he 
intends to continue his negative vote on 
appointment and hopefully carry a similar 
vote from Councilwoman Charlotte Benton 


to stalemate the situation until Sept. 14 
when the council will then be mandated to 
call for the election. 
On the other hand, Councilman Art Scott 
is equally firm in his belief that the seat 
should be filled by 
appointment. We 
believe his reasons are as valid as the 
calling for an election. 


We 
have 
heard 
rumors of strong 
“ politiking“ now taking place — of 
“ deals’’ trying to be made in order to bring 
about the success of an appointment. We 
sincerely 
hope that this “ politiking’’ 
maneuver is not successful. We don’t like 
“ deals“ and we feel strongly that the 
citizens of this community feel the same 
way. 
The answer to this problem lies in the 
continuance of discussion — in the open, as 
it was last Tuesday. 
The honest conclusion will come about, 
we are sure, whether it be an election or 
an appointment.

“ He's an efficiency expert, always 
trying to cut his costs and increase his 
slim margin of profit. 


He’s an investor — handling each 
dollar wisely but putting it in a business 
that isn't known for its high rate of 
return. 


“ He’s an environmentalist and a 
conservationist, treating his resources 
wisely so that his land will still be 
productive when the next man is ready 
for it. 


“ He’s a speculator, gambling on the 
weather, 
insects and disease. 
And 
hoping the law of supply and demand — 
his basic marketing tool — will treat 
him favorably in the marketplace. 
“ Most of all, he’s an optimist — 
knowing that next year has to be better. 
“ He’s the American farmer. And he’s 
the 
w o r ld ’s 
most 
important 
businessman.”

A neat solution 


There are two meetings imminent, 
one in Washington before the Civil 
Aeronautics Board on September 10, one 
in Tijuana, on September 7, between the 
scheduled and non-scheduled carriers.

dispatch Pan Am 
earned over seven million dollars last 
year from overweight charges, and 
concedes that at current rates, the sum 
charged is about eight times the cost to 
the airline. I sympathize with Pan Am s 
loss on carrying live flesh, but it is no 
excuse for permitting it an 800 per cent 
profit on inert matter stuffed into a 
black, pressureless hold If the victory is 
won, it will be owing to the public - 
mterest efforts of a young lawyer in 
Miami, Mr. Donald L. Pevsner, to whom 
the entire frustrate class that has had to 
pay extortionary fees at the airport, 
heavily depleting reserves of cash and 
morale, should feel grateful. 
At Tijuana, the skeds are going to try 
to 
protect 
themselves 
from 
the 
competition of the non-skeds Here are 
some interesting figures. Last year, 11 
million people flew across the Atlantic. 
And last year five million empty seats 
flew across the Atlantic. This year, 
rates are up 25 per cent and are about to 
go up again; and — naturally — air 
travel is down In the month of July, an 
extraordinary 20 per cent over last year 
The 
problems 
of 
Pan 
Am 
are 
profound, and discouraging; and it is 
even said that TWA does not want to 
merge with it, on the grounds that two 
deficits do not necessarily make one 
post-nuptial profit It is left to Pan Am 
to perish, or to try something truly 
innovative. 


Mr. William F. Rickenbacker, the 
economics writer, has what is easily the 
most fascinating proposal, and he made 
it ten years ago. 
The problem, obviously is the empty 
seats. Filling them up adds practically 
nothing to the airlines expenses, and a 
great deal to their coffers As a purely 
hypothetical matter, if you could get 
those five million empty seats for a 
dollar apiece, the airlines would let you 
have 
them on the straightforward 
grounds that five million dollars are 
more dollars than no dollars. 
The fear is of course that there would 
be 
a 
demoralization 
of 
the 
rate 
structure. 
Well, 
it doesn t 
work 
that 
way 
necessarily There is true value in being 
transported to Europe, and there are 
many Americans of limited means, and 
far more Europeans, who would like to 
cross the Atlantic either for the first 
time, or a second time, but can t pay the 
fares. 
Mr. Rickenbacker s proposal is that 
the airlines — let us take Pan Am — that 
Pan Am auction its seats as a block 
between ports for a period of say one 
year. Let us (for the sake of round 
figures) assume that Pan Am has 1,000 
flights a year from New York to London. 
Translated into seats, let us say that 
adds up to 250,000 seats. 
Under the plan, all these seats would 
be put up to auction. A plausible buyer 
might be Merrill Lynch — anyone with 
electronic 
intercommunication 
between cities and travel agencies 
would qualify. The highest bidder would 
get the seats — say at 200dollars apiece, 
or 50 million dollars. The airline now 
knows 
that 
it 
has 
no 
more 
merchandising problem for an entire 
year. It is up to the buyer to get rid of 
the seats. How does he do it? Well, he 
sets a rate that fluctuates heavily with 
the seasons He would like to get 500 
bucks, say, for a ticket and he will hold a 
few until the last minute, as the 
Broadway scalpers do, for clients in a 
special hurry. 
At the other end. he will have a list of 
people prepared to travel at a moment s 
notice — any time, within a period of say 
a week or two They would pay perhaps 
as little as 100 dollars, or 50 dollars. A 
plane scheduled to leave tomorrow with 


very few passengers causes frenzied 
telephone calls to the waiting list of 
grandmothers who can leave any old 
time. Huge discounts are given for the 
least convenient flight hours. 
The possible variations are enormous, 
the economic results elegant. You pull 
revenue out of people who have money 
but not quite enough money to pay the 
going rate; and you give that money to 
an airline that gets money but not quite 
enough money to keep it alive, and is 
scheduled to go down while flying empty 
seals across the Atlantic. 
Why not?
